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Dr.  W.  T.  Thompson,  Jr.  (M'38) 


My  first  contact  with  MCV  was  thirty 
years  ago  this  fall  when  I  stepped  off  a 
Ginter  Park  bus  at  10th  and  Broad 
Streets  (it  turned  south  there  to  circle 
City  Hall  and  head  back  to  North- 
side  and  it  still  does),  for  it  was  then 
that  I  began  a  search  for  McGuire  Hall 
with  a  letter  of  acceptance  in  hand  from 
Dean  Sutton  and  Mr.  MacCauley  direct- 
ing me  to  report  there  to  register,  pay 
my  tuition,  and  start  classes.  The  search 
was  successfully  concluded,  but  not  with- 
out difficulty.  The  man  on  the  street — 
at  least  the  one  accosted  at  12  th  and 
Broad — had  never  heard  of  McGuire 
Hall;  but  he  did  identify  Memorial  Hos- 
pital, just  over  my  shoulder,  as  "the 
Medical  College."  Although  I  had 
lived  in  Richmond  since  1920,  this  was 
the  only  MCV  building  that  I,  too, 
could  identify. 

The  change  in  physical  plant  is  ob- 
vious and  enormous.  Any  visitor  to  Rich- 
mond must  become  curious  about,  and 
doubtless  identifies  promptly,  the  mas- 
sive cluster  of  buildings  rising  on  Broad 
Street  hill  above  Shockoe  Valley,  whether 
seen  from  the  expressway,  the  trains  run- 
ning through  the  valley,  or  from  almost 
any  vantage  point  in  Richmond.  Our 
department  is  housed  primarily  on  the 
sixth  and  seventh  floors  of  the  medical 
education  building  where  most  of  the 
offices  and  laboratories  are.  We  continue 
to  have  some  laboratories  and  offices  in 
MCV  and  E.  G.  Williams  Hospitals  with 
ready  access  to  the  patients  in  the  hos- 
pitals and  a  private  medical  clinic  area 
where  private  patients  are  seen  by  de- 
partmental members.  Our  physical  fa- 
cilities must  be  expanded,  but  now  most 
of  the  members  of  the  department  have 
adequate  offices  and  laboratories  in  a 
central  place. 

The  increase  in  patient  responsibility 
has    been    staggering.    Thirty    years    ago 
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there  were  some  80  male  and  female 
ward  beds  at  Memorial  and  St.  Philip 
Hospitals  combined.  Now  there  are  1 36 
ward  and  80  private  beds,  exclusive  of 
the  200  pulmonary'  beds  at  the  Sanato- 
rium Division  of  Ennion  Williams  Hos- 
pital operated  so  efficiently  by  Dr.  Don 
Brummer  and  his  staff.  In  addition,  the 
McGuire  Veterans  Administration  Hos- 
pital with  almost  five  hundred  medical 
beds  is  used  extensively  for  training  of 
students  and  housestaff.  Dr.  John  Kelly, 
III  (M'48),  chief  of  the  medical  service, 
gives  us  a  report  from  McGuire's  in  this 
issue.  It  isn't  necessar}'  to  use  a  computer 
to  realize  that  the  more  than  800  medical 
beds  make  this  one  of  the  largest  medical 
ser\'ices  in  the  country.  Last  year,  a  total 
of  more  than  52,000  patients  were  seen  in 
the  emergency  rooms  which  are  now  oper- 
ating very  smoothly  under  the  firm  guid- 
ing hand  of  Dr.  G.  (Phil)  Hilkovitz, 
the  full-time  director.  He,  by  the  way, 
is  the  one  to  call  to  request  help  or  to 
report  trouble  on  matters  that  fall  in  the 
area  of  the  E.R. 

There  were  20,000  patients  seen  in  the 
medical  OPD  clinics  last  year.  Dr.  Isabel 
Taliaferro  (M'46),  spends  each  morning 
in  the  medical  diagnostic  clinic  and  is 
ready  to  communicate  with  you  by  letter 


or  telephone  regarding  the  patients  seen 
or  to  be  seen.  Dr.  Arthur  Klein  directs 
the  far-flung  operation  of  the  home  care 
program  that  ministers  to  the  indigent 
sick  who  telephone  in  to  that  office. 

While  the  growth  in  physical  plant 
and  patient  load  is  impressive,  much 
more  impressive  and  much  more  grati- 
fying is  the  increase  in  personnel  in  the 
department.  When  I  reached  the  clinical 
years,  I  found  only  Dr.  William  Branch 
Porter  (M'll  UCM)  and  Dr.  Harry  Walk- 
er (M'26),  geographically  located,  carry- 
ing an  amazing  burden  of  teaching  as  well 
as  ha^'ing  to  earn  much  of  their  support 
by  private  practice.  Many  seminars, 
clinics,  classes,  and  roundings  were  con- 
ducted by  the  clinical  faculty  who  per- 
formed a  yeoman  service.  Our  clinical 
faculty  still  perform  a  yeoman  service. 
Indeed,  the  department  could  not  operate 
without  their  unstinting  and  devoted 
service.  However,  with  the  changing 
complexities  and  character  of  academic 
medicine,  with  the  necessary  require- 
ments for  research  productivity,  and  with 
commitment  of  the  faculty  to  many  more 
hours  each  week  of  contact  with  students 
and  housestaff,  the  essential  and  urgent 
need  for  a  large,  geographic,  full-time 
faculty    became   manifest.    The    adminis- 
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tration,  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  various 
granting  agencies  (especially  the  Na- 
tional Institutes  of  Health,  but  also  pri- 
vate and  voluntary  health  foundations) 
have  made  possible  our  present  growth 
to  more  than  40  geographically  located 
physicians.  While  a  number  still  have 
limited  support  from  departmental  funds 
and  continued  increase  in  monies  is  re- 
quired, nevertheless,  it  is  encouraging 
indeed  that  those  in  authority  have  made 
possible  the  present  growth.  The  depart- 
ment has  been  transformed  from  a  good 
clinical  one,  but  limited  in  teaching  and 
research,  to  a  solid  academic  one  securely 
perched  on  the  three  equally  strong  legs 


of  patient  care,  teaching,  and  research 
that  must  support  a  school  of  medicine 
in  1964. 

This  issue  of  The  Scarab  attempts 
to  give  you  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  de- 
partment of  medicine,  1964,  by  report- 
ing the  composition  and  activities  of  the 
sections  and  divisions  that  now  com- 
prise the  department.  While  every  mem- 
ber of  the  department  has  his  obliga- 
tions to  general  departmental  duties 
including  clinic  assignments  and  ward 
attendings,  each  also  is  part  of  a  sub- 
specialty group. 

I  want  to  pay  particular  tribute  to  the 
many  contributions  made  to  the  depart- 


mental activities  by  Dr.  Susan  J.  Mel- 
lette and  by  Drs.  William  Deep  (M'59) 
and  Phyllis  Roberts  associated  with  her 
in  the  division  of  cancer  studies.  Al- 
though this  is  administratively  not  a  di- 
vision of  the  department  of  medicine, 
each  has  an  appointment  in  the  depart- 
ment and  is  active  in  the  teaching,  pa- 
tient care,   and   research   program. 

Let  me  invite  you  to  pay  a  visit  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the  de- 
partment of  medicine  to  see  for  yourself 
the  changes  that  have  occurred  and  the 
things  that  are  going  on.  The  department 
stands  ready  to  serve  you  in  any  way  that 
it  can  at  any  time. 


Section  of  Allergy  and  Infectious  Diseases 


The  section  of  allergy  and  infectious 
disease  is  to  be  headed  by  Dr.  John  P. 
Utz,  presently  chief,  infectious  disease 
section  laboratory  of  clinical  investiga- 
tion, National  Institute  of  Allergy  and 
Infectious  Disease,  who  will  join  the  de- 
partment in  the  spring  of  1965.  Dr.  Utz 
is  a  recognized  authority  in  infectious 
disease,  with  a  particular  interest  in  the 
mycoses. 

The  section  of  allergy  and  infectious 
diseases  assumes  responsibility  for  the 
teaching  of  these  to  the  students  and  to 
the  graduate  and  resident  staff.  It  con- 
ducts teaching  rounds  and  contributes  to 
conferences  of  the  hospital  staff.  It  con- 
ducts a  research  program  on  the  clinical 
investigation  of  patients  with  allergic 
and  infectious  diseases.  Special  interests 
of  its  members  include  the  pathogenesis 
and  treatment  of  experimental  mycoses, 
factors  resulting  in  the  carrier  state  in 
salmonella  infections,  frequency  and 
pathogenesis  of  viruria  in  natural  infec- 
tions in  man  and  experimental  infections 
in  animals,  factors  involved  in  increased 
infections  in  patients  with  Hodgkin's, 
leukemia,    and    lymphomatous    disease. 

Dr.  Adney  K.  Sutphin  (M'4l)  suc- 
ceeded Dr.  M.  E.  B.  Owens,  Jr.  (M'39) 
several  years  ago  as  chief  of  the  allergy 
clinic;  and,  with  the  assistance  of  Doctor 
Owens,    other   adjunct   faculty,    and   Dr. 


Keiichi  Goshi,  they  provide  excellent 
teaching  and  patient  care  in  this  area. 
Doctor  Goshi  joined  our  full-time  faculty 
in  1962  after  a  fellowship  in  allergy  at 
MCV  and  three  years  in  the  allergy  and 


infectious  disease  unit  at  Johns  Hopkins. 
In  addition  to  his  work  in  clinical  allergy, 
Doctor  Goshi  is  conducting  active  investi- 
gations in  certain  aspects  of  immunologic 
response  to  staphylococcal  infections. 


The  cardiovascular  section  had  its  in- 
ception in  1946  with  the  appointment 
of  the  present  section  chief,  Dr.  Reno 
R.    Porter    (M'35),    as    a    geographical

full-time  member  of  the  faculty  whose 
primary  interests  and  activities  were  in 
the  field  of  cardiovascular  diseases.  These 
were,  and  have  continued  to  be,  exciting 


times  in  this  particular  field.  The  cour- 
age, vision,  and  technical  skills  of  our 
surgical  colleagues  were  rapidly  opening 
new  vistas  in  the  management  of  patients 
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with  cardiovascular  disorders.  The  ad- 
vances in  techniques  and  instrumenta- 
tion for  the  study  of  these  patients, 
particularly  cardiac  catheterization  and 
contrast  roentgenography,  were  offering 
improved  diagnostic  methods,  as  well  as 
much  better  understanding  of  the  ana- 
tomic and  physiologic  alterations  occur- 
ring in  these  patients.  From  a  modest 
beginning  the  section  has  gradually  ex- 
panded and  attempted  to  keep  up  with 
these  rapid  de\'elopments  through  the 
assistance  of  competent  individuals  in  the 
cardiopulmonary  laboratories  and  the  de- 
partment of  radiology. 

At  the  present  time,  the  section  is  pri- 
marily concerned  with  clinical  activities 
in  the  field  of  cardiovascular  disease. 
This  includes  the  teaching  of  undergrad- 
uate students,  house  staff,  and  fellows. 
The  section  operates  several  service  pro- 
grams in  conjunction  with  the  teaching 
activities,  such  as  clinic  and  ward  con- 
sultative service,  a  diagnostic  and  refer- 
ral service  for  patients  throughout  the 
State,  and  a  cardiac  work  evaluation  unit. 
It  is  also  engaged  in  clinical  investigative 
projects.  The  section  is  responsible  for 
the  operation  of  the  electrocardiographic 
laboratory,  including  vectorcardiography 
and  phonocardiography. 

In  cooperation  with  the  department  of 
pediatrics,  it  participates  in  the  activities 
of  pediatric  cardiology  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Carolyn  M.  McCue  (M'4l). 
In  association  with  Dr.  Lewis  H.  Bosher, 
chief  of  the  division  of  thoracic  and 
cardiovascular  surgery,  it  operates  a 
medical-surgical  cardiac  unit  for  the  pre- 
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and  post-operative  evaluation  of  cardiac 
patients  regarding  surgical  correction  of 
their  defects. 

The  section  now  has  a  number  of  ad- 
ditional full-time  department  members 
who  participate  in  its  activities  in  various 
capacities;  Dr.  John  L.  Patterson,  Jr. 
(M'39),  chief  of  the  cardio-pulmonary 
laboratories;  Dr.  David  W.  Richardson, 
occupant  of  the  Virginia  Heart  Associa- 


tion chair  of  cardiovascular  research;  Dr. 
Albert  J.  Wasserman  (M'51),  chief  of 
clinical  pharmacology;  Dr.  H.  Page 
Mauck,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  William  Shapiro, 
who  are  particularly  concerned  with  spe- 
cialized diagnostic  studies  (cardiac  cathe- 
terization, angiocardiography,  etc.),  as 
well  as  other  activities  of  the  section.  Dr. 
Harry  Walker  (M'26)  assists  in  the  clin- 
ical activities  of  the  section. 


Cardiovascular-Pulmonary  Laboratories 


The  cardiovascular  and  pulmonary  lab- 
oratory group  of  the  department  of 
medicine  comprises  a  group  of  full-time 
faculty  members  and  laboratory  facilities. 
The  laboratory  areas  are  the  following: 
1)  the  cardiopulmonary  laboratories,  on 
the  seventh  floor  of  the  medical  education 
building;  2)  the  pulmonary  laboratory, 
second  floor  of  E.  G.  Williams  Hospital; 
3)  the  pulmonary  laboratory,  5  South 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Hospital,  and 
the  adjacent  inhalation  therapy  labora- 
tory; and  4)  the  catheterization  laboratory 
also  adjacent  to  the  pulmonary  laboratory', 
5  South,  MCVH. 

The  personnel  of  the  cardiopulmonary 
group  comprises  ten  full-time  physicians, 
Drs.    John    L.    Patterson,    Jr.     (M'39), 
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Hermes  A.  Kontos,  H.  Page  Mauck,  Reno 
R.  Porter  (M'35),  David  W.  Richardson, 
Sami  I.  Said,  William  Shapiro,  W.  T. 
Thompson,  Jr.  (M'38),  A.  Jarrell  Raper 
(M'59)  who  is  a  research  fellow,  and 
Chandra  Banerjee,  who  is  a  candidate  for 
a  Ph.D.  in  physiology.  There  are  two  can- 
didates for  master  of  science  in  phy- 
siology, Miss  Edith  Hardie,  who  has  a 
nursing  degree,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Lavas- 
seur.  There  are  a  total  of  t^'o  nurses,  13 
technicians,  two  laboratory  aides,  and  five 
secretaries  engaged  in  the  total  program 
of  activity  of  the  various  laboratories. 

The  activities  of  the  cardiopulmonary 
group  relating  to  patient  care  include: 
the  performance  of  cardiac  catheteriza- 
tion studies  for  the  diagnosis  of  congenital 


and  acquired  cardiac  diseases;  pulmonary 
function  studies  including  blood  gas 
analyses  useful  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  patients  with  pulmonary  disease; 
and  the  direction  of  the  work  of  the 
inhalation  therapy  group  which  is  actively 
engaged  in  the  care  of  severely  ill  pa- 
tients requiring  ventilatory  assistance.  Re- 
search activities  of  the  cardiopulmonary 
group  include:  the  investigation  of  the 
effects  of  low  arterial  oxygen  tension  and 
low  and  high  carbon  dioxide  on  the  cir- 
culation; the  investigation  of  pulmonary 
function  in  acute  pulmonary  edema;  the 
role  of  lung  surfactant  in  health  and  in 
various  diseased  states;  gravitational  effects 
on  the  distribution  of  blood  in  the  lungs; 
pressure  gradients  of  carbon  dioxide  in 


the  trachea;  the  mechanism  of  action 
of  respiratory  stimulants,  the  gaseous 
composition  of  pulmonary  lymph;  pres- 
sures in  the  microcirculation;  oxygen  con- 
sumption of  arterioles  and  venules;  the 
investigation  of  the  mechanism  of  symp- 
toms experienced  by  patients  with  cardi- 
opulmonary diseases  such  as  dyspnea;  the 
investigation  of  the  circulatory  responses 
to  ischemia;  the  investigation  of  the  cir- 
culatory and  respiratory  abnormalities  in 
patients  with  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  and 
thyrodoxicosis ;  studies  of  the  muscles  of 
respiration  and  the  work  of  breathing, 
and  the  investigation  of  the  regulation  of 
blood  pressure.  In  pursuing  these  investi- 
gations, studies  are  done  on  experimental 
animals,  on  normal,  healthy  volunteers, 
and  on  patients.

Clinical   Pharmacology 


The  clinical  pharmacology  section, 
headed  by  Dr.  Albert  J.  Wasserman 
(M'51)  is  the  newest  of  the  subspecial- 
ties in  the  department  of  medicine,  even 
as  it  is  one  of  the  newest  disciplines  in 


the  medical  sciences.  Clinical  pharma- 
cology or  human  pharmacology,  as  some 
would  call  it,  deals  with  the  elucidation 
in  man  of  drug  effects  including  absorp- 
tion,  metabolism,   distribution,   excretion,

and  toxicity  as  well  as  efficacy.  The 
recent  rulings  of  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  have  proven  a  potent 
impetus  to  the  development  of  pro- 
grams wherein  the  maximum  data  may 
be  derived  from  the  analysis  of  the  effects 
of  therapeutic  agents  studied  under  con- 
trolled circumstances  by  a  qualified  in- 
vestigator. Phase  I,  the  initial  administra- 
tion of  the  agent  to  man,  and  phase  II, 
the  early  trials  of  the  agent  for  specific 
disease  control  of  prophylaxis,  must  al- 
most necessarily  be  carried  out  in  uni- 
versity hospitals.  The  recognition  of  this 
obligation  prompted  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  to  establish  this  section. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  section  will 
ultimately  consist  of  two  physician  in- 
vestigators, a  pharmacologist,  and  two 
trainees.  The  closest  possible  association 
with  all  the  departments  of  the  College 
and  all  of  the  other  sections  of  the  de- 
partment of  medicine,  but  especially  the 
departments  of  pharmacology  and  bi- 
ometry, will  be  essential. 

Already  more  investigative  projects 
have  been  offered  than  could  be  ac- 
cepted with  the  current  staffing.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  research  activities,  it  is 
expected  that  this  section  will  aid  in 
teaching  pharmacologic  principles  to  un- 
dergraduate and  graduate  students  stress- 
ing the  critical  evaluation  of  drug  efficacy 
and  toxicity. 
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Section  of  Connective  Tissue  Diseases 

The  connective  tissue  section  of  the 
department  of  medicine  was  organized 
by  Dr.  Elam  C.  Toone,  Jr.  (M'34),  in 
1956  by  virtue  of  a  training  grant  from 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health  and 
was  the  outgrowth  of  a  clinical  group 
which  had  organized  the  arthritis  clinic 
in  1940.  The  objectives  were  the  training 
of  young  doctors  in  the  field  of  arthritis 
and  other  rheumatic  diseases;  teaching  of 
students  and  house  staff;  and  the  sup- 
port, so  far  as  possible,  of  research 
activities. 

Rheumatoid  arthritis  has  become  recog- 
nized as  a  complex,  systemic  disease  rather 
than  a  local  static  problem,  and  it  became 
apparent  that  there  was  a  close  relationship 
between  it  and  other  diseases  which  af- 
fected not  only  the  joints  but  the  mus- 
culo-skeletal  system  in  general.  As  a  con- 
sequence systemic  lupus  erythematosus, 
polyarteritis,  polymyositis,  and  scleroder- 
ma became  incorporated  in  the  teaching, 
clinical,  and  investigative  programs  of 
the  section. 

Since  its  organization,  the  connective 
tissue  section  has  trained  eight  post- 
doctoral fellows  in  both  research  and 
clinical  programs  and  approximately  the 
same  number  of  pre-doctoral  fellows. 

Major  research  activity  has  dealt  with 
the  characteristic  and  pathogenetic  sig- 
nificance of  the  rheumatoid  factor.  Stud- 
ies initiated  by  Dr.  John  Vaughan 
elucidated  some  of  the  fundamental  prop- 
erties of  this  globulin;  and,  in  collabora- 
tion with  Dr.  Marion  Waller  (Ph.D. 
'59),  a  new  test  was  described  to  detect 
the  rheumatoid  factor.  Recent  studies  by 
Doctor  Waller  have  led  to  the  description 
of  a  new  serum  group  in  man. 

Dr.  D.  Franklin  Mullinax's  (M'55) 
investigations   are  primarily  in   the   field

of  protein  chemistry  with  special  interest 
in  the  synthesis  of  gamma  globulin.  Clin- 
ical investigations  have  been  largely  car- 
ried out  by  Doctors  Toone,  Robert  Irby 
(M'-i8),  and  John  J.  Kelly,  III  (M'48). 
At  the  present  time,  a  number  of  in- 
vestigative studies  are  being  carried  out: 
musculo-skeletal  disturbances  in  renal 
transplantation;  studies  on  the  patient 
with  rheumatoid  arthritis  and  negative 
rheumatoid  serology;  the  synthesis  of 
gamma  globulin  in  animals  with  in- 
duced myeloma;  family  studies  on  the 
rheumatoid  factor  with  particular  em- 
phasis on  the  GM  grouping;  studies  of 
the  rheumatoid  factor  in  the  general  popu- 


lation with  particular  emphasis  on  the 
aged;  and  studies  on  the  stability  of  the 
rheumatoid  factor  with  various  agents 
being  tested  to  suppress  it. 

Members  of  the  section  have  published 
approximately  seventy-five  papers  in  va- 
rious medical  journals;  have  contributed 
regularly  to  the  programs  of  the  Amer- 
ican Rheumatism  Association  and  to  the 
International  Congress  of  Rheumatic  Dis- 
eases; have  participated  in  programs  and 
seminars  at  the  medical  schools  in  many 
communities,  in  and  out  of  the  state;  and 
have  organized  lectures  within  our  own 
school  and  community  for  both  profes- 
sional  and   public  education. 


Endocrinology  and  Metabolism   Section 


The  endocrinology  and  metabolism  sec- 
tion has  grown  considerably  in  recent 
years  and  is  now  a  well-developed  unit 
of  the  department  of  medicine,  orga- 
nized to  provide  the  best  teaching  and 
patient  care  we  can  give  and  active  in 
research.  The  full-time  staff  members 
are  the  section  chief.  Dr.  H.  St.  George 
Tucker,  Jr.;  the  director  of  the  endocri- 
nology laboratories.  Dr.  Herschel  L.  Es- 
tep;  Dr.  Richard  H.  Kirkland  (M'48), 
who  assists  with  clinical  teaching  at  all 
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levels;  and  Dr.  William  R.  Harlan,  Jr. 
(M'55),  the  director  of  the  clinical  re- 
search center.  Dr.  Alton  R.  Sharpe,  Jr. 
(M'54),  the  director  of  the  radio-iso- 
tope laboratories,  also  has  a  joint  ap- 
pointment in  our  section  and  joins  us  in 
ward  rounds,  clinics,  and  teaching  ses- 
sions. The  part-time  staff  includes  Dr. 
William  S.  Dingledine,  who  is  engaged 
in  research  on  the  thyroid. 

Since  1959,  we  have  had  an  NIH  spon- 
sored   training    grant    which    has    sup- 


ported fellows  as  well  as  many  of  the 
activities  of  the  section.  Endocrine 
seminars  are  regularly  scheduled  where 
current  topics  in  progress  are  discussed. 
Doctor  Estep's  endocinology  laboratories 
and  the  trainees  perform  all  procedures 
necessary  for  endocrinologic  investigation. 
In  addition,  the  facilities  of  Doctor 
Dingledine's  laboratory  are  available  in 
the  thyroid  field  of  lipid  metabolism. 
Reports  on  studies  and  progress  have 
been  presented  to  the  American  Federa- 


The  gastroenterology  section  has  the 
traditional  roles  of  furthering  patient 
care,  teaching,  and  investigation.  Because 
of  the  wealth  of  clinical  material  in  gas- 
troenterology and  also  because  of  in- 
terest and  competence  of  the  practicing 
gastroenterologists  in  Richmond,  the 
section  profits  from  a  most  satisfactory 
relationship  between  a  number  of  inter- 
ested practitioners  and  the  full-time  fac- 
ulty. Indeed,  Dr.  John  Farrar,  who  now 
heads  the  section,  ably  assisted  by  Dr. 
Alfred  M.  Zfass  (M'57),  inherited  an 
active,  capable  section  which  had  already 
been  developed  by  Dr.  Charles  M.  Cara- 
vati  (M'22)  and  those  working  with 
him. 

In  the  sphere  of  patient-care,  the  sec- 
tion acts  as  a  consulting  group  to  all 
services  in  the  hospital  to  assist  in  diag- 
nosis and  treatment  and  specifically  to 
perform  gastroscopy,  esophagoscopy, 
proctosigmoidoscopy,  percutaneous  liver 
biopsy,  small  bowel  biopsy,  pancreatic 
function  tests,  and  esophageal  motility 
tests. 

The  teaching  function  of  the  section 
involves  the  teaching  of  medical  students 
in  all  years,  the  housestaff,  and  trainees 
in  gastroenterology.  The  teaching  exer- 
cises are  lectures,  conferences,  and  ward

rounds.  The  section  has  weekly  ward 
rounds  during  which  all  patients  with 
unusual  gastroenterologic  problems  are 
seen.

Section  of  Hematology 


The  basic  philosophy  of  the  division 
of  hematology  is  to  promote  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  disorders  of  the  blood- 
forming  tissues  which  cause  disease  and, 
at  the  same  time,  to  promote  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  changes  in  these  tissues  that 
reflect  disease.  Morphology,  so  import- 
ant in  the  past,  must  now  be  viewed  as 
a  graphic  change  of  basic  biochemical 
patterns  and  processes.  We  hope  to 
recognize  and  understand  hematologic 
disease  as  an  expression  of  reaction  rates, 
genetic  abnormalities,  electron  transfers, 
and  molecular  and  chemical  instabilities. 
Basically,  we  hope  to  understand  better 
the  biology  of  the  cells  of  the  blood- 
forming  tissues. 

There  are  three  important  areas  into 
which  our  activities  reach:  teaching,  ser\- 
ice,  and  research.  Under  the  present  or- 
ganization, these  activities  are  fulfilling 
the  needs  of  the  department  of  medicine. 
Our  section  is  staffed  by  four  full-time 
physicians  and  a  capable  staff.  The  new- 
est member  of  the  hematology  section  is 
Dr.  Charles  T.  Macy,  whose  principal 
responsibility  is  the  clinical  conduct  of 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health  grant, 
"Cooperative  Study  in  Chemotherapy  of 
Acute  Leukemia,"  Dr.  William  T.  Dab- 
ney.  III  (M'54),  is  conducting  original 
investigation  into  lipid  biochemistry  of 
red  cells  and  plasma,  supported  by  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health.  Dr.  John 
H.  Moon  (M'49),  is  principal  investi- 
gator of  the  NIH  acute  leukemia  chem- 
otherapy grant  and,  in  addition  to  this 
area  of  activity,  has  an  interest  in  radio- 
isotopes in  hematologic  diagnosis.  Dr. 
G.  Watson  James,  III  (M'43D),  chief 
of  the  section,  is  the  principal  investiga- 


The  teaching  and  training  of  medical 
students,  housestaff,  and  fellows,  has 
been  the  major  concern  of  the  pulmonary 
section,  whose  chief  is  Dr.  Edward  S. 
Ray.  The  number  of  hospitalized  and 
ambulatory  patients  has  provided  a  large 
group  of  patients  with  a  variety  of  chest 
disorders  for  study  and  evaluation,  so 
that  the  usual  diseases  have  received  as 
much  attention  as  have  the  bizarre  and 
unusual  ones.  About  20  chest  physicians

Williams  Hospital  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Sami  Said,  Dr.  Chandra  M.  Ban- 
erjee,  and  staff  and  at  MCV  Hospital 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  John  L.  Pat- 
terson, Jr.  (M'39),  Mrs,  Pat  Shoemaker, 
and  staff  have  furnished  the  students 
with  practical  application  of  physiologi- 
cal principles  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  chest  diseases.  These  laboratories

Facilities  of  the  hema- 
tology section  enable  us  to  investigate 
vitamin  B-12  and  folic  acid  metabolism, 
lipid  biochemistry  of  the  red  cells,  por- 
phyrin and  bile  pigment  metabolism,  and 
morphologic  changes  with  histochemical 
techniques  in  various  blood  diseases. 
There  is  an  active  interest  in  the  etiology, 
as  well  as  the  management  of  acute  leu- 
kemia, and  there  is  good  support  for 
activity  in  this  area  through  the  acute 
leukemia  erant. 


have  complete  facilities  for  physiological 
studies  of  the  respiratory  functions  of 
patients  in  the  chest  clinic  as  well  as 
those  within  the  hospital,  and  they  are 
liberally  called  upon  for  evaluation  of 
difficult  chest  problems  and  various  types 
of  respiratory  dysfunction. 

The  sanatorium  division  of  E.  G.  Wil- 
liams has  made  invaluable  contributions 
by  the  superior  care  furnished  tubercu- 
losis patients  in  this  institution.  Immedi- 
ate and  expert  management  is  available 
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Renal 

The  renal  section  is  directed  by  Dr. 
Russell  E.  Randall,  Jr.,  recently  arrived 
from  Tufts  University  in  Boston.  Addi- 
tional members  will  be  appointed  shortly 
to  round  out  the  section.  Fellowships 
will  be  established  to  train  physicians  in 
both  the  clinical  and  investigative  aspects 
of  kidney  disease. 

The  renal  section  will  be  responsible 
for  all  teaching  activities  and  consulta- 
tions in  the  area  of  kidney  disease,  elec- 
trolyte metabolism,  and  renal  physiology. 
This  will  also  include  problems  of 
nephrolithiasis,  bone  disease,  and  hyper- 
tension. Special  services  such  as  renal 
biopsy,  peritoneal  dialysis,  and  hemo- 
dialysis will  be  available. 

The  laboratories  in  this  section  are  be- 
ing activated  and  expanded  to  carry  out 
studies  in  numerous  areas  of  renal  phys- 
iology and  kidney  disease.  Problems  of 
calcium,  phosphorus,  and  magnesium 
metabolism  represent  Dr.  Randall's  main 
area  of  investigative  interest  and  will  be 
pursued,  partly  in  collaboration  with  Dr. 
Herschel  Estep. 

The  dialysis  unit,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  John  D.  Bower,  (M'6l),  will  be 
a  vital  part  of  the  renal  section.  This  is 
being  expanded  and  remodeled  to  care 
for  the  problems  of  acute  and  chronic 
renal  failure,  poison  cases,  and  the  sup-

port  of  the  kidney  transplant  program. 
This  unit  should  serve  as  a  consultation 
and  therapy  center  for  a  large  part  of 
the  state. 

The  goals  of  the  renal   section  are  to

Dermatology,  along  with  all  other 
branches  of  medicine,  has  been  strength- 
ened during  the  past  decades  by  an  in- 
crease in  knowledge  of  the  biochemistry 
and  physiology  of  the  skin  and  by  the 
advent  of  new  approaches  to  the  diag- 
nosis and  management  of  skin  diseases. 

Excellence  of  patient-care  firmly  rooted 
in  these  tenets,  and  teaching  of  students 
challenged  in  this  regard,  has  been  the 
number  one  aim  of  the  division  of  der- 
matology. Dr.  Allen  Pepple  succeeded 
to  the  chairmanship  after  the  retirement 
of  Dr.  Richard  Fowlkes  (who  succeeded 
Dr.  Thomas  W.  Murrell  [M'Ol  UCM}) 
and  is  conducting  a  fine  training  pro- 
gram with  the  able  assistance  of  Drs.  R. 
Campbell  Manson  (M'34),  Thomas  Mur- 
rell, Jr.,  Randolph  Trice  (M'47),  Francis 
H.  McMullan  (M'51),  Kenneth  Blay- 
lock  (M'58),  Charles  Anderson,  and 
Harry   Parrish. 

Doctor  Blaylock,  who  joined  the  faculty 
in  July,  1964,  is  the  first  full-time  geo- 
graphic member  of  the  division.  In  ad- 
dition to  his  clinical  and  teaching  duties, 
he  is  developing  a  strong  research  pro- 
gram with  particular  emphasis  on  study- 
ing the  pathophysiological  mechanisms 
in  eczematous  dermatitis.

Students 
are  encouraged  to  study  the  skin  as  a 
reflector  of  internal  disease.  Graduate 
training  is  offered  as  electives  to  interns 
and  residents  with  full  residencies  and 
fellowships  also  available. 

The  dermatology  division  is  in  an  ac- 
tive stage  of  growth  and  development, 
keeping  pace  with  the  rest  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Division  of  Neurology 

The  division  of  neurology  was  estab- 
lished in  the  medical  department  in  1958, 
with  Dr.  Weir  Tucker  as  chairman  on  a 
half-time  basis.  In  1959,  Dr.  Cary  Suter, 
formerly  director  of  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia Seizure  Control  Program  and  re- 
cipient of  a  special  neurology  traineeship 
at  the  Mayo  Clinic,  joined  the  division 
of  neurology  as  the  first  full-time  faculty 
member.  In  1962,  Dr.  Laurie  Rennie, 
(M'54),  joined  the  division  on  the  same 
basis.  On  July  1,  1963,  Doctor  Suter  be- 
came chairman  of  the  division  of  neu- 
rology. 

The  neurolog)'  service  is  now  accred- 
ited as  a  full  three-year  residenc)'  train- 
ing progrimi  and  the  first  resident  to  be 
trained  in  neurology  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege  of   Virginia,   Dr.   Robert  Gilliland, 
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(M'60),  finished  his  training  in  July  of 
1964  and  is  now  chief  of  neurology  at 
the  U.  S.  Naval  Hospital,  Chelsea,  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

A  unit  of  twenty-four  beds  in  the  E.  G. 
Williams  Hospital  has  been  set  aside 
for  the  neurology  service  and  is  staffed 
by  the  neurology  faculty  and  residents 
as  well  as  by  rotating  residents  and  in- 
terns from  the  medical  department.  An 
area  in  the  A.  D.  Williams  Clinic,  with 
eight  examining  rooms  and  a  confer- 
ence room,  has  been  developed  for  neu- 
rology and  dermatology  with  neurology 
holding  clinics  in  this  area  five  mornings 
a  week  and  dermatology  holding  clin- 
ics in  the  afternoon.  A  special  teaching 
clinic  is  held  on  Monday  morning,  gen- 
eral medical-adult  neurology  is  held  on 
Tuesday  and  Friday  mornings,  and  child 
neurology  clinics  are  held  on  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday  mornings. 

The  electroencephalogram  laboratory 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  has 
been  expanded  and  now  operates  three 
electroencephalogram  machines  with  a 
staff  of  four  technicians  and  a  secretary. 
Over  2,500  EEG  records  are  done  an- 
nually. An  EMG  Laboratory  has  also 
been  developed  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Gary  Suter  and  is  now  operated  in  con- 
junction with  the  physical  medicine  de- 
partment on  a  full-time  basis. 


Training  in  cerebral  arteriography  is 
a  part  of  the  residency  program  and  ar- 
teriography, pneumoencephalograms,  and 
myelograms  are  done  by  the  neurology 
residents  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Laurie  Rennie. 

Medical  Service 
McGuire  V.  A.  Hospital 

Affiliated  with  the  department  of  med- 
icine at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
is  the  medical  service  of  the  McGuire 
Veterans  Administration  Hospital.  This 
service  is  composed  of  495  beds  and 
handles  between  4,000  to  5,000  admis- 
sions annually.  The  medical  residents 
spend  six  months  on  this  service  during 
each  of  their  first  two  years  of  training. 
Advanced  training  in  the  fields  of  gas- 
troenterology, cardiology,  and  pulmonary 
diseases  as  well  as  in  general  medicine 
is  also  offered.  Medical  students  are  reg- 
ularly assigned  to  the  service  for  their 
training  in  medicine  and  members  of  the 
V.  A.  staff,  all  of  whom  hold  faculty 
appointments  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  also  are  active  in  teaching  at 
the  medical  school  as  well  as  in  the  train- 
ing of  the  medical  house  staff  assigned 
to^'MCV. 

The  chief  of  the  medical  service  is  Dr. 
John  J.  Kelly,  III  (M'48),  and  the  assist-

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ant  chief  is  Dr.  Benjamin  B.  Weisiger, 
III,  who  also  heads  the  gastroenterology 
section.  The  two  general  medical  sections 
of  the  service  are  headed  by  Dr.  Richard 
C.  Cecil  (M'32)  and  Dr.  William  T. 
Wilkins  (M'59).  They  are  assisted  by 
Dr.  Edward  W.  Walters  whose  interest 
lies  primarily  in  the  field  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  cardiovascular  section  and 
the  cardiovascular  laboratories  are  di- 
rected by  Dr.  V.  Eric  Kemp,  Jr.  (M'53), 
who  is  assisted  by  Dr.  Alston  W.  Blount, 
Jr.  A  pulmonary  disease  section,  consist- 
ing of  194  beds  which  treats  both  tuber- 
culous and  non-tuberculous  diseases,  is 
headed  by  Dr.  George  E.  Ewart  (M'42) 
and  associated  with  him  are  Dr.  Charles 
F.  Wingo  (M'45),  Dr.  Francis  E.  Bar- 
rett, Dr.  John  L.  Fairly,  Jr.  (M'51),  Dr. 
Halcott  T.  Haden,  Dr.  John  R.  Handy, 
Dr.  Thomas  R.  Hood,  and  Dr.  Klara  B. 
Yoe.  Doctor  Wingo  is  also  director  of  the 
pulmonary  function  laboratory  and  chair- 
man of  the  hospital's  very  active  research 
committee. 

The  medical  service  was  organized  in 
1946  by  Dr.  John  Powell  Williams. 
While  many  changes  have  subsequently 
occurred,  the  organizational  structure  of 
the  service  still  shows  the  influence  and 
wisdom  of  this  man  who  was  to  head  this 
service  until  his  untimely  death  in  1954. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Thomp- 
son, Jr.  (M'38),  who  served  until  1959, 
and  by  Dr.  Albert  J.  Wasserman  (M'51), 
who  was  chief  until  1963.  During 
their  periods  of  leadership,  the  service 
was  completely  integrated  with  the  MCV 
department  of  medicine  for  the  training 
of  residents.  There  was  further  imple- 
mentation of  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion's concept  of  teaching  services  being 
developed  under  the  auspices  of  a  dean's 
committee  from  the  affiliated  medical 
school.  A  stronger  V.  A.  staff  was  as- 
sembled, teaching  activities  were  increased, 
and  a  research  program  was  established. 

Daily  teaching  rounds  are  made  by 
the  V.  A.  staff.  In  addition,  teaching 
rounds,  conferences,  and  clinics  are  con- 
ducted throughout  the  week  by  members 
of  the  faculty  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  as  well  as  by  V,  A.  house 
staff  and  faculty. 

In  the  field  of  research,  there  are  cur- 
rently active  V.  A.  co-operative  programs 
in  the  fields  of  hypertension,  tubercu- 
losis, pulmonary  function,  lung  cancer 
chemotherapy,  coronary  heart  disease,

The  junior  and  senior  classes  began 
on  August  31  with  seventy-three  and 
sevent)'-nine  members  respectively.  The 
freshmen  and  sophomores  came  on  Sep- 
tember I4th  with  ninety-six  and  eighty 
members. 

Everyone  is  very  enthusiastic  about  the 
new  curriculum  based  on  subject  matter 
teaching  which  went  into  effect  for  the 
freshmen  on  September  14  and  in  a  modi- 
fied form  for  the  sophomores.  The  pres- 
ent freshmen  will  enter  the  entirely  new 
sophomore  curriculum  in  the  fall  of  1965. 
The  coordinator  of  the  first  phase  of  the 
curriculum,  called  Medicine  I,  was  origi- 
nally Dr.  Larry  F.  Cavazos,  who  left  to 
become  chairman  of  the  department  of 
anatomy  at  Tufts  medical  school;  he  has 
been  replaced  by  Dr.  William  M.  Fea- 
gans,  associate  professor  of  anatomy, 
who  has  done  a  magnificent  job  in  put- 
ting together  M-I.  Dr.  Murray  R.  Blair, 
coordinator  for  M-II,  is  hard  at  work 
arranging  this  phase  of  the  curriculum 
for  next  year;  and  Dr.  Gabriel  Hilkovitz 
is  working  on  the  development  of  the 
third  phase,  which  will  go  into  effect  in 
the  fall  of  1966.  Meantime,  Man  and 
His  Environment,  which  goes  on  through- 
out the  four  years,  is  being  developed 
for  the  freshmen  by  Dr.  Donald  L. 
Bmmmer  and  for  the  sophomores  by 
Dr.   Frederick  J.  Spencer. 

We  feel  that  we  have  made  a  major 
step  in  the  development  of  a  more  in- 
telligent medical  curriculum  as  originally 
planned  by  Dr.  William  F.  Maloney. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  the  amount  of 
work  that  has  been  done  by  the  entire 
faculty  to  bring  about  this  new  curric- 
ulum. 

We  are  happy  to  announce  that  Dr. 
S.  J.  Kilpatrick  will  come  here  on  April 
1st  as  chairman  of  the  new  department 
of  biometry.  Doctor  Kilpatrick  is  presently 
on  the  faculty  of  Aberdeen  University  in 
Scotland.

Our  next  annual  Dental  Alumni 
HOMECOMING,  scheduled  for  Janu- 
ary 25-26,  1965,  promises  to  be  another 
gala  event — the  I4th  in  our  current  series 
of  HOMECOMING   programs. 

The  1965  HOMECOMING  program 
includes  a  wide  range  of  scientific  sub- 
jects of  interest  to  all  dentists,  two  lunch- 
eons, a  breakfast  session,  a  social  hour, 
and  a  banquet  with  unusual  entertain- 
ment to  delight  both  our  visiting  alumni 
and  their  wives.  Printed  programs  have 
been  mailed,  and  we  urge  you  to  register 
in  advance. 

One  of  the  more  important  recent  ad- 
ditions to  our  dental  teaching  program 
is  designed  to  teach  our  seniors  how  to 
utilize  chairside  assistants.  We  have  em- 
ployed nine  young  ladies  whom  we  have 
crash  trained  in  certain  clinical  areas  as 
chairside  assistants.  These  assistants  are 
now  working  in  our  clinic  with  seniors. 
First  impressions  indicate  that  this  pro- 
gram will  be  highly  successful  in  teach- 
ing our  students  maximum  efficiency  in 
practice.  This  project  is  supported  by  a 
grant  of  $30,000  from  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service,  Division  of  Public  Health 
and  Resources. 

Our  four  dental  laboratories  have  fi- 
nally been  equipped  with  modern  bench 
lights.  Many  other  equipment  items  have 
been  installed  recently  and  these  all  up- 
grade our  teaching  program. 

Our  second  class  of  four  postgraduate 
orthodontic  students  started  a  20-month 
program  on  July  1.  Four  1964  graduates 
are  enrolled  in  our  postgraduate  pedo- 
dontic  course  of  20  months.  Two  1964 
graduates  are  enrolled  for  our  three-year 
training  program  in  oral  surgery.  The 
total  number  of  our  postgraduate  students 
in  these  three  programs  at  all  levels  has 
now  reached  an  impressive  figure.  In  ad- 
dition we  have  three  dentists  enrolled 
in  our  school  of  graduate  studies,  work- 
ing for  Ph.D.  degrees  in  preparation  for 
academic  careers.

School  of  Nursing 

We  admitted  110  freshmen  to  our 
baccalaureate  degree  program  in  Septem- 
ber,   1964.    This   number   represents   the 


admission  of  the  same  number  in  one 
program  as  we  previously  have  enrolled 
in  the  two  or  three  different  programs, 
operating  at  the  same  time.  In  spite  of 
enrolling  this  large  number,  we  turned' 
down  qualified  applicants  due  to  limita- 
tions of  student  housing  and  teaching; 
facilities.  Freshmen  students  came  from 
ten  states  and  one  foreign  country;  84% 
of  the  freshmen  are  residents  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  school  opened  with 
a  total  enrollment  of  296  students.  Seven 
new  members  of  the  faculty  were  ap- 
pointed to  assist  in  the  teaching  of  the- 
large  number  of  students  enrolled. 

Twice  the  number  of  applications  for 
admission  in  1965  has  been  received  to- 
date  over  last  year's  number.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  applications  will  be  closed, 
as  in  recent  years,  by  February  1. 

The  flow  of  admissions  continues  tO' 
be  our  most  exciting  and  vexing  situa- 
tion. Planning  in  all  directions  to  handle 
the  potential  number  in  the  future  is  in 
full  swing  by  the  administrative  person- 
nel of  the  College. 

Alumnae  have  been  invited  to  partici- 
pate in  the  recruitment  effort  by  making 
visits  to  selected  high  school  areas  in 
their  home  vicinity.

School  of  Graduate  Studies 

The  school  of  graduate  studies  began 
the  autumn  term,  1964,  with  a  total  of 
fifty-five  regular  graduate  students.  Of 
these,  twenty-three  are  new  this  year  and 
thirty-two  continue  their  work  from  last 
year  and  previous  years.  Thirty-one  stu- 
dents are  married  and  forty-four  are  men 
and  eleven  are  women.  Of  the  total  num- 
ber of  students,  thirty-five  are  residents  of 
"Virginia  and  twenty  are  from  out  of 
state.  Six  students  have  come  to  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia  from  foreign 
countries:  one  from  South  Africa,  one 
from  Korea,  two  from  Taiwan,  one  from 
India,  and  one  from  Israel.
